In the morning, the estimated 390 
rebel holdouts in Makati — members 
of the army’s First Scout Ranger 
Regiment — refused appeals to sur- 
render and fired at soldiers and civil- 


ians who — approached their 
strongholds. 
A rebel leader, Lt. Col. Rafael 


Galvez, told a reporter late Sunday: 
“We will continue to fight until we get 
our political objective” — the resigna- 
tion of Mrs. Aquino. 


All in all, I don’t think we’ve seen 
much in the Third District.”

January.” 

Although Nielson is not yet backing 
any one candidate, he eventually will 
endorse someone. 

“By the convention, I will jump on 
the bandwagon and support one of the 
candidates,” he said.

Czechs reject newly-formed government 


PRAGUE, Czechoslovakia — More than 150,000 demonstrators chanting 
“They must go!” rejected the new Communist-dominated government Mon- 
day and demanded free elections in a roaring show of support for the opposi- 
tion. 

Also on Monday, thousands of tourists from Czechoslovakia freely visited 
the West for the first time in decades after the government lifted most travel 
restrictions. 

Demonstrators massed in central Wenceslas Square for the first time since 
Nov. 27, when a nationwide general strike forced the government to grant 
historic concessions. That demonstration capped 11 straight days of rallies in 
Czechoslovakia. 

Monday’s demonstrators waved red, white and blué national flags and 
applauded opposition demands for elections by July and a second general 
strike on Dec. 11 if there is no new government by Sunday. 

“Resign! Resign!” they chanted. The turnout at the rally and smaller ones 
elsewhere was a clear signal to the government that the opposition has 
massive popular support for its demands for real democracy. 

They were protesting the new coalition government named Sunday, which 
brought only five non-Communists into the 21-member Cabinet and left Com- 
munists in control of all key ministries. Thirteen were holdovers from the 
previous Communist Cabinet. 


E. Germans protect prosecuting evidence 


EAST BERLIN — East Germans outraged by the corruption of ousted 
Communist Party leaders tried to storm secret police offices Monday to make 
certain evidence for criminal trials is not removed. 

Prosecutors blocked access by the former officials to evidence that could be 
used against them in the widening corruption investigation. 

State television showed pictures of people joining police at luxurious gov- 
ernment guest houses and at warehouses in East Berlin and Potsdam to block 
any efforts to remove documents. 

In Leipzig, where about 200,000 people attended a rally calling for German 
unification, 30 demonstrators were allowed inside the secret police headquar- 
ters, including opposition leader Wolfgang Schnur. 

East Germany’s official ADN news agency said the group was let in “after 
massive demands of demonstrators who had surrounded the building.” It said 
the protesters presented their grievances and departed but 200 other demon- 
strators who refused to leave were permitted inside later to tour the building. 


Sonic booms alert earthquake watchers 


SAN FRANCISCO — Sonic booms set off by a descending space shuttle 
created ground motion that showed earthquakes may shake Los Angeles 
skyscrapers more violently than once thought, scientists said Monday. 

“Engineers say we don’t need to worry about it, but I'm not so sure,” said 
geophysics professor Hiroo Kanamori of the California Institute of Technology 
in Pasadena. “It’s time to really think about this problem more carefully and 
more seriously.” 

The study by several Caltech and U.S. Geological Survey scientists was 
outlined by Kanamori during the American Geophysical Union’s fall meeting. 

The researchers found that the shuttles’ characteristic twin sonic booms 
thumped 400 high-rise buildings in downtown Los Angeles and the nearby 
Wilshire district when the shuttle Columbia swept to the northeast over the 
city at 2,600 mph before landing at Edwards Air Force Base last Aug. 13. 

The early morning booms prompted dozens of alarmed calls to police. The 
shuttle was returning from a five-day mission to deploy a spy satellite. 


‘Peace dividend’ elusive, says Bush 


WASHINGTON — Despite a declaration Monday by President Bush that 
he doesn’t expect a “peace dividend” to result from reduced East-West ten- 
sions, many members of Congress are urging heftier spending on domestic 
programs as the military budget is reduced. 

“We have a lot of demands-at home, and there’s no question about that,” 
Bush said at a news conference in Brussels at the end of his trip to a summit 
with Soviet leader Mikhail Gorbachev. “But I think it is premature to speak as 
some are at home about a peace dividend — take a lot of money out of defense 
and put it into other worthy causes.” 

The president said the reason there can be no such windfall was that the 
Gramm-Rudman deficit-reduction law requires that he produce a budget for 
fiscal 1991 containing a shortfall of no more than $64 billion. 

The deficit for:this budget year, which ends Sept. 30, is projected at about 
$110 billion. rots i

Navy test-launches missile amid protests 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. — The Navy outmuscled Greenpeace anti-nu- 
clear protesters Monday, crippling their vessels and towing them out of an 
area where they tried unsuccessfully to halt the test launch of a Trident 2 
missile. 

The high seas drama took place in the Atlantic 50 miles off the Florida coast 
just before the nuclear-powered submarine Tennessee unleashed the $26.5 
million missile on a test that put the Trident 2 program back on track after two 
explosive failures in the first three undersea launches. 

“We did a perfect launch, just beautiful,” Vice Adm. Roger Bacon, comman- 
der of the Atlantic Submarine Fleet, said at a news conference. 

The Navy said its ships had to “shoulder” aside a large ship carrying 
protesters, and capture and tow away two high-speed rafts called Zodiaes 
from the launch area. 

Greenpeace USA peace activists said the Navy rammed their ship, aimed 
fire hoses down its smoke stacks to stop its engines and that Navy divers had 
sliced the fuel lines and punctured the pontoons on the Zodiacs.

Solar-powered pump 
helps 3rd world farmers

A new solar-powered water pump 
may revolutionize much of life in rural 
communities worldwide, according to 
the associate director of The Ezra 
Taft Benson Agriculture and Food In- 
stitute in Provo. 

Richard Brimhall said in an inter- 
view that the Benson Institute has 
been researching the potential of the 
hew pump for use in its agricultural 
projects in several Latin American 
countries. 

The inventor of the pump, Jim Al- 
len of Safford, Ariz., said in an inter- 
view that it was Brimhall who con- 
tacted him about developing a 
small-scale version of his solar 
pumps, which he developed for agri- 
eultural-use; for the Berson Institute. 


Allen said he has pumps, operating: ie 


27 countries around the. world. 
Brimhall said he is excited about 
the possibilities the pump may bring 
to the people who use it. 
“Farmers in Latin America who 
have no irrigation system are limited 


- to only one planting season per year,” 


he said. 

“With this pump, they should be 
able to plant and harvest two, and 
maybe even three crops.” 

Brimhall said advisers from the 
Benson Institute work in Central and 
South America setting up one- 
hectare (2.5-acre) agricultural 
projects to educate agricultural tech- 
nical schools and farmers to more ef- 
fectively plant and manage crops. 

Brimhall said the pumps are capa-

The number of liquor license classi- 
fications in Orem has formally been 
reduced from four to.three. 

Orem City attorney Paul Johnson 
rewrote. the licensing law at the re- 
quest of the City Council and Mayor 
S. Blaine Willes. 

Previously, liquor licenses were 
classified as (A) convenience stores 
and markets, (B) restaurants, (C) 
“low-downs,” or bars and (D) dance 
places that serve alcoholic beverages. 

Under the old law, liquor licenses 
would not be given to any establish- 
ment within 660 feet (one Orem block) 
of a church or school. Classes (A), (B) 
and (D) could sell alcoholic beverages 
closer to churches if church leaders 
agreed. 

The three classifications under the 
new law are: (A) stores where liquor 
is not consumed on the premises, (B) 
restaurants and bars where liquor is 
consumed on the site and (C) a restau- 
rant in an upper-class hotel. .. 

The law reduces the required dis- 
tance between the liquor dealer and a 
church or school to 600 feet, which 
follows Utah State liquor laws. The 
new law still allows the holder of a 
class (B) license. to’ ‘be. closer to a 
church with the permission of the.lo- 
eal church leader. 

The handling of infractions to the 
licenses (such as selling to minors) 
was also changed by the new law. 
Previously, a $250 bond was paid per 
infraction.

Germany to gather textbooks and in- 
formation for the European Integra- 
tion class he will be teaching at BYU 
during Winter Semester. 

Four days after his return from 
West Germany, the Berlin Wall came. 
down, and he was contacted by 
KUTV Television and KALL Radio 
to discuss his opinions about the situa- 
tion in his homeland. 

Vogt said he was upset when he 
heard reporters mention that the 
LDS Church could now send more 
missionaries to Hast Germany. 

“I was disappointed and somewhat 
hurt,” he said. “When you see these 
hundreds of thousands of Germans 
who demonstrated in Leipzig and 
East Berlin, their only interest was to 
get rid of communism, to make human 
rights available for themselves, to be 
free from terrorism and to become 
free from the party dictatorship,” 
Vogt said. 

The German people did not stage 
the demonstrations so more LDS mis- 
sionaries could come, he said. 

“T feel there is a misunderstanding 
between Utah and the old European 
cultures,” Vogt said. 

The demonstrations for freedom 
originated in Leipzig in the same 
church where Johann Sebastian Bach 
was an organist. Leipzig is a

BYU’s Nursing Department is es- 
tablishing a scholarship fund in mem- 
ory of an associate nursing professor 
who passed away Sunday from in- 
juries received in an auto-pedestrian 
accident. 

Ruth M. Kennington, a BYU fac- 
ulty member since 1967, was hit by a 
ear Sunday when she was crossing 
the street in Salt Lake City. Ken- 
nington was taken to the University 
of Utah Medical Center and treated 
in the neural intensive care unit. 
However, she never regained con- 
sciousness from the accident. 

Kennington was, “one of the most 
loved and revered faculty members,” 
said June Leifson, dean of the Col- 
lege of Nursing. “She was one of the 
most unselfish people you could ever 
meet,” Leifson said. She used to 
work at the LDS Hospital during 
Thanksgiving and Christmas so 
nurses with families could be at 
home, Leifson said. 

“She loved English and Russian lit- 
erature,” Leifson said. “She had very 
diverse tastes. She loved mysteries 
and she was very interested in art,” 
she said. 

Faculty members and friends are 
encouraged to donate money to the

scholarship fund, Leifson said. “In all 
likelthood it will be called the Ruth 
Kennington Scholarship,” she said. 
Kennington was born on Oct. 21, 
1934 in Afton, Wyo., the daughter of 
George Seward and Martha Weber 
Kennington. She came to BYU in 
1952 and was a part of the first grad- 
uating class of nurses at BYU in 
1956. She graduated with a Masters 
Degree in nursing from the Univer- 
sity of Washington in 1964. 
Kennington taught pediatrics at 
the University of Toronto before 
joining the staff at BYU. She also 
worked as a nurse in the Labor and 
Delivery Department at LDS Hospi- 
tal in Salt Lake City. She served an 
LDS mission in Great Britain. 
Kennington is survived by three 
sisters and five brothers, Clarissa 
Merritt of Afton, Wyo.; Gwen Ray of 
Fontana, Calif.; and Audine Stafford 
of Syracuse, Utah; Garth S. Ken- 
nington of Laramie, Wyo.; Gordon

“The Phillips’ purpose is to make 
sure people recognize Utah and the 
fine artists and their fine artwork,” 
said Renee Fitzpatrick, gallery direc- 
tor of the other three Phillips’ gal- 
leries. She said the Park City gallery 
provides a broader audience for Utah 
artists. 

Because Park City is a resort com- 
munity, Maw said there is a greater 
turnover of people in Park City than 
in Salt Lake City. She said the flow of 
people provides greater exposure for 
the gallery than if the gallery were in 
Salt Lake City. 

A spokesman for the Phillips’ Pier- 
pont Gallery said the art. market is 
different in Park City than in Salt 
Lake City.

Vogt has made many friends at 
BYU and enjoys the campus and the 
students. 

“T like BYU very much, I like the 
openness of the students,” he said. 

“At the beginning of October, I was 
impressed with the open-mindedness 
of discussion when there were articles 
in The Daily Universe about sexism 
and racism in LDS thinking by Eu- 
gene England,” Vogt said. 

“T thought, ‘What an open press, 
‘What an open society at BYU.’ 

“But several days later, I was dis- 
couraged by the letters to the editor 
which in essence said, ‘Send him to 
the stake because he is wrong, be- 
cause he is expressing anti-Church 
thinking,” he said. 

Vogt comes from a continent where 
people were often burned at the stake 
because of their thinking and because 
of their race. 

“T’m afraid there could be a danger 
that open thinking is being restricted, 
that ideological chains are wound 
around the hands of people who say 
they like to think in a free way, to be 
responsible for their church and for 
their society,” Vogt said. 

There were centuries in Europe 
when people were “sent to the stake” 
simply because someone didn’t like 


them, he said, referring specifically to’ = 


Hitler’s Germany. 

Comparing BYU to other universi- 
ties, Vogt feels that BY U should have 
a faculty of theology which concen- 
trates on biblical theology, the field of 
church history and on the Book of 
Mormon, he said. 

To help students become more 
open-minded, Vogt feels this faculty 
of theology should apply critical forms 
of thinking and critical methods of re- 
search to the Bible and to the Book of 
Mormon, he said.
